BEE CTTLTTTRE. 



We have often -woDuGiGd that no Pro- 
vincialist has concoivod Iho idea of catab- 
libhiug an apiivry for the Bupply of this 
markot with Lonoy. The consumption of 
honey in this I'lovinco is considerablo.the 
ooat of keeping hoes is nil, and whore pa- 
tent hives are introduced scarcely nuy 
care need bg bestowed upon thorn. Hoiioy 
is sold at the stores at about 50 cents per 
pound, after a duty of VJy, per cent, has 
been paid to the cuatoms. Any farmer 
may buy a book on bea-oulture at the 
nearest bookstore and set up an apiary in 
his garden, and by sowing a small patch 
of ground with clover and buckwheat 
would soon have all tho honey ho requir- 
ed for family use and, perhaps, a small 
surplus for market. In Eastern Canada 
a ready market for homeproduced honey 
is always found, and many aoros of laud 
that would otherwise be idle are ntilizcd 
to provide the busy inmates of apiaries 
with material for their work. In the 
Eastern States beekeepers are gror/iug 
ambitious and from the production of a 
few pounds hove, gone to talking of rais- 
ing honey at so many tons to tho acre! 
There are numerous nrticlea imported 
from abroad for consumption hero ihut 
ought to be produced liero, and tho mon- 
ey required to buy tliom koi)t iu tho Pro- 
vinoe. Honey is ono of those article.-', 
and when wo consider tho ^uexpon^ivo- 
nes3 of its produi^lion wo are Burprisod 
that the foreign article has not been driven 
out long ago. 

PUGET SOUND^AIL SERVICE, 

There is just one little favor moro the 
public desire us to ask at tho hands of 
Captain atarr. It is this: To alter the 
hour of the departure of his steamer from 
"Victoria. At present ttio boat is adver- 
tised to leave and does leave the wharf at 
six o'clock a.m. In tho winter season 5% 
o'clock is a very uncomfortable hour at 
which to turn out of one's warm bed,seizo a 
hand-bag and hurry down to the wharf to 
catch an outgoing steamer. Inthesurumer 
season early ribing is a healtbgiviug 
pleasure: it brings brightness to the eye, 
roses to the cheek and elasticity to the 
body. In the winter it may ijonfor all 
these benefits and mora on a ifellonr; but 
it causes his teeth to. chatter and his skin 
to creep as be leaves bis snng nest.Is it nec- 
essary, to make connections, that the steam- 
er should leavoVictoriaat that bourou both 
sailing days? Tlio former arrangement, 
under which tho steamor loft on Tuesday 
at 10, and on Thursdays at 6 o'clock, was 
was very popular and we never heard that 
it oansed inobnTenienoa to the owners of 
the steamers. A revival of that arrange- 
ment would bo acceptable, purtieularlj' 
during tho winter mouths; but if it can- 
not be obtained in full, then split the dif- 
ference with the public. Captain Starr, 
and call it 9 o'clock. , 




THE SOOIOH BIEBABGH7. 

Beferenoe was made in the dispatches 
yesterday lo the' thanks of the Pope hav- 
ing been convoyed to Her Majesty for 
permitting tho revival iu Scotland of ths 
ancient Scottish Hierarchy, It is intend- 
ed to constitute tho northern kingdom 
into a separate ecclesiastical province, 
with the archiopiscopal and primatal Soo 
located at St. Andrew's as the anciout cen- 
tra of pro-Roformation times, tho last 
Primate of Scotland having been tbo me- 
morable Cardinal Beaton, There will be 
seven Bu£fragan bishops, corresponding 
with the old territorial diooeaes,. and in 
doe time the new ^rbhbisbop designate of 
St. Andrew's may blossom into a cardinal 
co-equal in dignity with the iCordinal 
Archbishop of Westminster and Dublin. 
Tho present vicariates apontolic in Scot- 
land will, of course, bo abolished. Lord 
Eussoll's Ecclesiastical Titles Act having 
Ijrovod a dead letter m England, as ro- 
gar Is tLie assumption and [jopular roeog- 
nitioii of Romish Ei)isciipal titles in 
Sco.land, the fiUuio latitudiuariau toler- 
ance may be expected to prevail in Scot- 
land. • 



A Warn Contest. 

(From the St. LoniB Bepubliosn.) 
One of tho funniest fights in all thehis- 
tory of personal encounters took pluco on 
Thursday afternoon, and occnrrod— of all 
places in tho world — at tho Turkish bath 
on Seventh street. Tho parties engaging 
were a well known bank cashier and an 
equally well-known physician, and the 
battle was uou decided altogether in favor 
of either, the issua being very similar to 
that of the late fight about Plevna— consi- 
derable bloodshed, with very little advau- 
tago to anybody. 

Tho Htory of tlio oueouuter, as nearly as 
can bo loarned, is as fallows: — On Thnr.s- 
day afternoon. tbe,bank cashier visited the 
Turkish bath; and was soon disrobed and 
stretched upon a ^ douch, enjoying the 
'pIeaBu^eB of the hottest room . of all. At 
about the same time there eutsrcd the 
bath the phyeioian mentioned, who, m 
well as the other, was soon rioting 
in tho comfort of an oxlromoly high tem- 
perature. They might have continued to 
enjoy tbomselvea if they hadn't noticed 
each other; but tho cashier soon saw tho 
doctor, and the doctor soon . saw the cash- 
ier, and then there was trouble. The 
cashier demanded sternly that tho doctor 
sh(3uld apologize for a mysterious scmio- 
thing iu tho past, and tho doctor ilidn't 
seem disposed to accommodate liiuj. l)f. 
Adams, tho proprietor of the baths, ciuuo 
in and informed the belligerents that they 
were not in a place where brawls were 
allowed, but the information produced no 
oflect, Harah words became hiiihlior be- 
tween the two, and Onally i>iw of tho niou 
said something not to bo li.stoiu'd tn ([uiot- 
ly; thore was a (juick blow and then a des- 
perate struggle. 

Tho holte-t room of tho Turkish bath 
is ono where the tile of the floor is so 
heated that bare feot must bo burned 
wliich come in coutaet with it, and wiieio 
strijjs of thick cirpet, nrntoct iho foot of 
the bathers Ahm^' tlio I'lout of tho row 
of couches in this room a iieiiv.y fUip f)f 
this carpet rau, and liore it was that tho 
battle was carried on. The doctor struck 
his opponent in the face, outtinpr open a 
little vein in tho forehead and filling one 
pya of the cashier with blood. At tho 
same time the cashier roturnod tho blow, 
and, snatching ahold upon tbo doctor's 
flowing beard, toro out what ''000," one 
of the attendants, calls "a double hand- 
ful." At the same timi , iu tho struggle 
of the men, the long broad strip of carpet 
beneath them was pushed aside by their 
faot, and the next instant the two mnu 
wore capering about upon tbo heated 
floor. It was an astonishing spectacle. 
The men were naked, they wero per.^pir- 
ing violently, and they could not clutch 
each othor to retain a hold. They could 
strike, however, and they mauled awojr, 
leaping up and down in agony as they did 
80, No livelier movements ever occuriod 
in all the history of tho prizo ring, Im- 
agino two man dancing about barefooted 
on a blistering floor and hitting at each 
other's faeea in a tiiio frenzy ! Each man 
forced the lighting, for each felt that 
eomothing bad to be done quickly. Tho 
doctor capered about like a ballet-master 
from over the sea, and tho oashior seonied 
to be set on springs, It was a wilder daney 
than ever cannibals had about a toasting 
victim, for lioro tho dancers were the 
toasted. Thero was tho same fantastic 
leaping in the same light costume, and 
the same odour of roast meat in the air. 

Meanwhile the attendants had rushed 
in, and ono seized the cashier whilo an- 
other bold the dootor, and a moment later 
tho two men were dragged out and uway 
from each other. A boy was sent to a 
druggist, and ho came back with liniment 
and other comforts for tho burned. The 
combatants were found to be very badly 
scorched indeed. From the soles of the 
doctor's feet the parched skin peeled ntY 
like the bottom of an old bi (it, and t lie 
cashier's injuries, though somuwhat lo.'is 
in tho wn.v r,f Lurn.s, wi-vc nnmerons and 
painful. The iiuimeulaud puultieea wero 
applied, the burned foat wr.apped up, and 
then the two gentlemen hobbled away. 

It is doubtful if thoy ever go to war in 
a Turkish bath again, though it is assert- 
ed by both men that the end of the trou- 
ble is not yet.

of vast extent has been proved to be very 
rich, and that he will have no liesitatiou.ou 
hia return to San Fraucisco, in advising 
his capitalist friends to invest in the mines 
now in process of being opened. . The 
Big Bonanza Ledge (why do British Col- 
umbia miners borrow the names they give 
their pet ledges from Nevada instead of 
displaying a little originality) is believed 
to extend for many miles; at least it is 
claimed that its outcrop lias boon seen 8U 
miles South and 10 miles North of Cari- 
boo. 

IsiiAND Quartz. — The interior of Van- 
oonver .Island is known to abound in 
quartz. San Juan Eiver, and tho country 
that lies between it and Victoria, show ex- 
tensive veias.

I am glad to see that the new Judge 
of Appeal is the Hon, Alfred Houry 
Tbesiger. Q.C., who is, though a very 
younpf man, a profound lawj'or. The 
new Lord Justice in the son of the 
veteran lawyer, Lord Chemsford. He 
w»3 educnteil at Christchurcb, Oxford, 
aud called to the Bar in 1862, and is 
now,. only thirty^nino years of t^ge. 
Lord justice Thesiger will add to the 
dignity and weight of tho Applicate 
Court in iio small degree. 

A fanner living near Tavistock is re- 
ported to havo met with an unusual 
pieco of good luck. He bought a few 
weeks ago, at a neighbouring farm- 
house, an old mahogany secretaire. 
Shortly afterwards, whilo it was being 
repaired, bo found in it a secret drawer 
coulaiuiug a cortilicate for X524, three 
per cent, consols, 40 sovereigns, a gold 
enamelled ring, and a lot of securities 
for money.

Ho diiul two days too soon to read tho 
announcement in the Gazette of his pro- 
motion to the rank of Lioutenant-Genoral, 

A good story is befng told of Mr. Mc.ro- 
wet'jer,- Q. C, who died in London 
recently. . Wishing to havo a carriage on 
tho Groat Wostoru to himself iu order to 
fitudy a brief, ho was a good deal annoyed 
by tho proHonco of a talkative curato. He 
tliercforo foigued iusaiiily, whereupon 
tho curato th.iught iiis safety lay 
only in soothing his fellow-traveller. 
IjQBsing tho largo inud-housc at Ilanvillo, 
the curato rciuarkod iu dulcet tones, such 
as a nursii would employ to a fractious 
child, " How well the asylum looks from 
tho railway." Mr. Mcrewother gave a bark 
like a do^;, and ropliod, " Ves ; butjou 
should see how well tho railway looks 
from tho asylum." The train stopped nt 
Slough, and. tho curate disappeared with 
tho utmost alacrity. ^ 

Tho London 6'/>(.''.'('((/'or suppoaes that it is 
a bad thing that tho contempt for inoiioy 
shonlil die, but thinks, nevorthclcsM, tiiat 
it iiuist 1)0 a gi)i)d tiling that tho all'ocla- 
tion of that contempt should cease to 
exist. This affectation used to underlie 
all disouBsion upon the subject. " Fifty 
years ago, or even forty, a clorgynian who 
niontioned money in tho pi.lpit thought 
it incunil'i'nL on iiiiu to call it ' earthly 
droas,' and to innert a remark or two 
about its being tho root of all evil, a 
thing tho desire of which was a snaro, and 
its posBOBsion a burden. Tho rich man in 
country parishes was tho potentially bad 
man, and tho poor ouo potcntiully good," 
Hut idl is changed now. Au English 
fath.or no longer lectures tiio son who 
proposds to ''go in for money ;" and even 
a poor of tho reidm can tidio money Irom 
tho editor of tho Quar/erli/ lieviewvfithout 
losing his caste. 

A career of singular promise is out 
short by tho untimely death of Dr. Ilcnry 
Lawsou, lecturer ou I'hy.siology to St. 
Mary's Hos|)ital, London, and for several 
years editor ol' tho Pr,})ular Scienco Re- 
view. Dr. LivwBou, says tho London 
Kcaminci-, caiuo from Irelond to England 
a vory young man, almosli absolutely un- 
known, having juat entered the medical 
profession and the age of manhood to- 
Sfether. His marked abilities and his 



knowledge of the scienco of his profes- 
sion soon made him friends and won him 
distinction. A feeble physical constitu- 
tion stood always in his way, and yet ho 
was making a rapid advance towards 
genuine distinction and success when he 
had to put honorable nmbiiion and love 
of science and his profession aside, and 
do.sist from active work or even close 
study. He wont to Ireland, his native 
country, for a little rest, and there ho fell 
sick and died. IIo was only in his thirty- 
sixth yoav. Prom tho Jlri/ls// Medical 
Journal wo loam that tho deceased gentle- 
man hold the oilioe of editor of tho 
Monthly 3[icrosciipical Journal for the 
Royal Microscopical Society, and was for 
some years editor of tho Popular. Science 
Jteview, and for a short time of the Prac- 
titioner, in connection with the lato Dr. 
Anatio. 

The Lord Mayor of London has viaitod 
Wappiug in state, and opened thoTliainoH 
Steam Furry butwcon Wajiping and Kotli- 
erhithe, in the presence of vast crowds of 
people. Both sides of the river were gaily 
decorated. The ferry is expected to re- 
lievo London bridge of much of the heavy 
trafHc. 

The Livcr[)ool corporation after taking 
tremendous pains to luiild a prison van 
worthy of tho town, found it too large to 
go through tho prison gates.

He Kay.s it fur- 
nishes water cn(jui;h fur tlirco Xiles, and 
suggests that its I'oi nuition was duo to the 
same great torri'strial distuil);inco which 
created the lakvs that .stretvh liko long 
gashes on tho surface of tho continent to 
tho eastward of tiio river. 

The Belfast jVoics reports a sad case of 
juvenile depravity. Two lads wore lined 
20s each for saying "boo" lo a jjolicomau. 
The London G/oie sayp: "Should tho of- 
fence of saying "boo" to a jiolicoman be 
extended to Lunilon, it will bo iK!cc?aaiy 
to oppoint a very large additional number 
of magistrates, and have the cases bean!
